We are making a survey to see whether it is readily feasible to furnish 
the requested information. Basically what this request amounts to (in addition to 
providing cross reference relationship between Commission exhibit numbers and 
FBI identification numbers) is to provide the Department with a supplement to the 
jlist of items turned over to Archives. This supplement would constitute an 
inventory of certain items and exhibits which were formerly in FBI possession . 
but which could not be turned over to Archives because they had already been ■ 
turned over to someone else, such as the Warren Commission, the owners, or 
other authorized recipient.
